1 chen enquired whence the Hue and Cry came, and the 
three firſt Leaves anſwered me, From compaſing the Earth : and indeed 
how could che witty Interlocutor ſo dexcerioutly have met with eve- 
ry Pacſons cart, if they had not trotred their horles to very ſades in ſo 
Claſfieal a ſervice } Then 1 very much defired to know of what race the 
Stratagem was , and to finde out its progeny ; at laftit ſeemed to be 
ofthe kindred of Gangrena, at leaſt one of the hand-maidens to that 
ſweet-lipt Lady 3 Peradventure it is Midwift into the world inſt-ad 
ofthat Aborcive, though ofcen prumiſed Rejoynder.

In the Title Page there be 3 Texts alleadged a8 witneſſes; The Firſt is, 
Md.3.8. which made me almoſt chinke that ſome wandring Jew , bor- 
rowing the Title of R. Culmer, in his pilgrimage to the Temple had 
fallen aſleep, and being halfe aſleep, and halfe awake , as in a dreame, 
bad crycd out, will you rob God of Tythes and Offerings? For it is 
moſt evident that this Text refers to Iſrae! who paid Tycthes to Prieſts 


and Levices, and the Author ef the Hue and Cry faith, p 15 We are no 
A2 Pricſts, 
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Priefts, and-itis the more ſhame forhim that he urges this place, for 
Malachi tels us that the ſons of Levi muſtbe yas in the thicd verſe 
of this third Chapter, and in the ſeventh verſe of the ſame Chapter, the 
Prophet tels Iſrael they were gone away from Gods Ordinances, in- 
ſtancing in Tythes , and thereupon ſaith Malachi, God is robbed. And 
itwas then robbery of God, becauſe God reſerved the Tyth, when he 
gave T(rael Canaan,and gave it to the Prieſts and Levites for the ſervice 
of the Tabernacle, and in the 10. verſe of this 3 of Mal. ſaith the Pro. 
pher, bring the Tyrhe into the ſtore-houſe, that there may be meat in 
Gods houſe; According to that Law in Deut.12.5,6. and elſewhere; 
Ia which Iſrael was enjoyned to go to the place God ſhould chuſe,and 
thither they were of old to bring their offrings and tyths,and there to 
eat them before the Lord in hishouſe , Mr.C. knowes the Parſonage 
Barne is not that Store-houſe God hath choſen no one place whereun- 
to Saints under the Goſpel ſhould bring their offerings. Gods materi- 
all houſe made of tones, &c. is deſtroyed, and ner 4 there can be 
no meat eaten in it, God hath ſeparated no part of our eſtate for hini- 
ſelfe more then other, Chriſt hath taken away that hand-writing off 
Ordinances,& Saints robnot God in keeping their Tenth; But the Hue 
and Cry committeth a Rape on the Text, adulterating the ſence thereof 
to ſelfe ends. The next witnes which the Hue and Cry calleth- in, is 
Aft. 5.1. Ananias and Saphira (old their poſſeſſions, and kept back part 
of the price, which very witnefſe doth caft the Author in his piteous 
plea for Tythes , for it diſcovers a change of the Law of tythes, ſince

But what thick*ſcales are before M. C. eyes, 
who hardly diſcernes this Scripture as well as the blind man in the 
Sofpel'did men, who ſaw them walk, like trees. M.C. ſees whole pol- 
ſeſſions ſtand like rythes, and rythcs like whole poſſeſſions, for by this 
Fext he can deſcerne no intereſt 11 the truth, but ifhe will follow the 
prefident in this 5 of the 4, we mutt bring the- price of - our whole 
poſſeſſions, and lay them downe at his feer, and who will b: the Level- 
ler then ? But M:C. mak doe well in his next Hue and Cry to declare

plauſe upon the Author that he benot naked. But the commitrrce are 
informed that the Miniſters are the moſt oppreſſed party in the Land, 
and to prove his aſſertion ; he wonderfy]ly argues, that they have 
{cores of complaints againſt their oppreffors : It is as ſoon ſaid, they 
are the moſt oppreling party, and there is as good Logick to prove it, 
for there are hundreds of complaints again(i their oppreflions ; then 
M.C. faith, If he ſhould hold-.his peace the ſtones of the wall, and 
beames of timber in the barne would cry : That iz if he ſhould hold 
his peace, and not make ſuch a noyſe, the very barnes would cry down 
tythes, and therefore the Hue and Cry our cryes them, todrowne their 
langnage from being underſtoud, then M. C. affirmechz That Mini- 
ſters ſuffer under the people, as they did under the Prelates ; Burt for- 
gets to enforme us , {na the people ſhould be troubled to diſcerne, 
whether the Biſhops ware removed, orno, but that the honourable, 
and our honoured Parliament commiilionate not theſe Hue and Cry 

. Merchants to laſh all whom they make offenders at their pleaſure. 
Then Mr. Culmer ſmooths over his owne Pariſh, as it he complained 
not againſt them, but helimits his encomium with thisclanſe, As to 
late tranſa&ions, implying that formerly th: Hueand Cry __ _ 

unt 
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hunted for them. Bat they having done ſuthcient pennance, he publiſh. 
ech their abiolution. Yet he ſaich,he hath caule to cry out againk one 
or two,and rhe tyches of one or two will pay for his three ſheets, fince 
they are not ſcaled with his Leviticall fignet for good Church-men ; 
ThenMc.C. ylorics, That his plaine diſcovery of thediſeaſe will pro» 
cure a ſpeedy remedy from the State and Church Phititians, And who 
can dreame of a letle eti&,unce the Hue and Cry hath plaid the Moun- 
tebanke, and look'dinto rhe Urinall with Spe&acles that tit the fighe 
of old women of an hundred yeare old at the leaft, and cryed out Le« 
profic, who judges healthineffe nor by the qualiry, but by the quanti« 
ty of blood ; ſtuffe the barne,and the Hue and C;y will tay all is well, 
though it be with the moldie bread of Tythes. But this Maſter-peece 
of wit, muſt be preſented to the Committee, and could the Author do 
leſſethen gratihe thoſe whoſe threſno]d he ſo haunts, with ſome pro- 
found peece to eternize their names ? But let me commune with the 
Book, and ſoftly whiſper one wordinto the car of the Hue. and Cry, 
and therefore Dromo ade ſdum, ſpeake the truth once, and tell me this 
Bueſtion, Why art thou guilded wich the name ofthe Committee in thy 
Epiſtle? 4n/. H.C. Truly, I could never have paſſed from door co 
door,but cvery where ({kould have been baited like a Beare at a ſtake, 
as Ido very well deſerve, had it not been for this ſhift z Moreover [am 
ſent by my [harpneſle ( it ic be poſlible)) cor whet the Committee to 
an edge to cut ſome, whom they find nor worthy of bonds, and there- 
forelet me paſſe, Haſte, Haſte,leaft I come too late, Reply, Thou ſhoul- 
deft have patiled for me, and | would never have ſpent drop of inke to 
crolſe thy haſty journey, but that by this Hue and Cry ſo many fowle 
blots are injurioully caſt in the faccs of honeſt men, that I could not 
in conſcience but wipe of thoſe undeſerved ftaines; And fo 1 come 
to the defigne of the Author, which in generall js to keep up rottering 
tythes; and herein I cannot but obſerve,how God hath blinded his 
eyes, and broken the deligne in the very managemenc. Indeed Mr. Cul- 
mer hath tound out a new way of gleaning into his Vintage,the ſowre 
Grapes of Tythes; for having carryed all he could into his Barne, he 
hath bound up the rakings in a Book, and its probable he may havea 
pood market for them; many may purchaſe his experiments, to 
learne thereby to Tythe moſt artificially. He hath: laboured to rake 
every gratien for the Parſon , but he hath taken a courſe romake rhe 
boughcd Shocke thinner then ever, for he hath caught men (rd cofen, 
as he calleth ic in Print) and no queſtion but many may be apt Schol-» 
- lers, and hundreds may learne by the Hue and Cry, the myſtery of Ty- 
thing-Short. And this great Inginecr who thought to have upenſact 
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the reputation of good men, and to have conſumed their fame by the 
wild-fire of his Hue and Cry, hath donelittle elſe then blown up him< 
ſelfe, and Tythes, that darling ofhis Boſome in his traine, It is won« 
derfull to ſee what a profound Student the Author is, in what he 
calleth Cheating, as if he were an old Door atict. Surely the aggrie- 
ved Clergie have wrung their hands before this Champion, for the de. 
cay of their Merchandize, he hath notable intelligence from the Barns 
how thin they are, and how they come to be ſo ſtarven; he hach regi- 
fred whole leaves full of tricks to teach men to Tyth-Short, and if 
they be his owne inventions, he hath ſweat faire to teach men ſo com 
pendious a way to keep their tenthes , and may commence Mafter of 
that Art, and weare the Garland before all that ever went before him. 
But if they beftories of what is paſt, the ages to come will be behold- 
geo M. C. for fo painefull a gleaning up, and fo zealous a recording 
the praftices of the generation paſt for their inſtruftion ; and to 
have compleated the Hue and Cry, Mr. C. —_ have added this out- 
cry:* O yes, O yes, If any poore aggrieved Parſon, have complaint to 
make, againſt thoſe who cannot pay Tythes,, let him come to my 
ConrteFRecords and now whileſt I am purſuing my Hue and Cry, 
having Commiſfionated my felfe to be chiefe Officer , I will fer forth 
his complaint, ' to the utmoſt power of my Gigantine-arme in 
Print : But I ſhall paſſe over his Tricks, leaving them for any one to 
improve to the beſt advantage, and (hall goe forth ro unmaske the de- 
fgne farther ; the Author labouring to Cloake the fingle-hearted in- 
tentions of men guided by the Word in the ugly and hatcfull diſguife 
of Malignancy, Levelliſme, and Prophaneneſſe. And to the tune of 
this Pipe dances the firft page, wherein Mr. C. clearly hints that the 
reaſons which move men to a againſt Tythes are : Firſt, that Mini. 
ſters may be their Trencher-Chaplaines; bathe is whiſt, and tels us 
ot, whoſe Trencher-Chaplaine the Afſiftant to the Dr.of Harble-downe 
was, whom the following ftory ſo applaudes :. then he infinuates that 
the Prieſts are hindred from Tythes , becauſe they be Round-heads : 
But if Mr.C. be pleaſed to pull off his Maske, he may fee that thoſe he 
calleth Malignants,are the moſt devout Tyrhe-payers,and they are be- 
holding to him, for ſo befriending them tor their paines, as fecrerly 
to brand thoſe who cannot pay Tythes, with the obloquie of Malig- 
nancy, Moreover itis experienced that there be many who although 
they cannet pay Tythes, yet areas trueand truſtic to the State as the 
beſt of My. Culmers tribe; and let me inform: Mr. C. that it ante-Sta- 
tiſme condemne men, moſtof his Coat will fall as ſhort , and ſhorter 
v#praiſe, as thoſe whom he ſeeretly beſpatters with Malignancy-for

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not paying of Tythes; and becaule it here ſuteth, I ſhall alleadge ſome. 
what from the 16.and 17 pages, there being uckned lins, waxing faint, 


' and feeble, by the ſame difcaie z Where Mr.C. through utc lips ot Tom 


Tythe- Short, would per{wade us that thole that cannot Tythe it to hig 
content have gotten Mr. Maligo to be their Paſtor, and want the Com. 
munion on Sc. Chriſtmas day, and other Coar-eard dayes, and that they 


, feaſt Mr. Maligoes Carcafſe, who preacheth Elephanc:y,&c. but through 


this miſtmen may clearly ſee, thac many who cannot pay Tythes are 
{vo far from affefing Mr. Maligo, that Mr.Cs. Tribe ſents the worie in 
their noftrils, for their Malige tavour, and they do not trouble Mr, C, 
for his communion, though ſome may cxpe& Mr. C. whole ſervice, 
whopay him whole wages ; And for Coat-card Sermons (to ſpeake 
in Mr Cs. owne Diale& )ihey ſo ill reliſh them , that they ate thoſe 
men the worle, whoſe dreiſe n;akes them looke like one of the Coat- 
cards; and if Maligo men ipeake ſo Elephantly,we may judge of what 
Iſland M, C. is, for he hath wriccen very Elephantly, ſhewing a great 
tooth ready to bite if it were but ſharpened with power; and ic is,to be 
ſuppoſed that Mr.C.is not much bchind hand for plum-porredge Ser. 
mons which he ſo accuſes, and though he blame ſome for keeping Ser- 
mons in the Pickle, yet it is morethen probable that he hath ſome- 
what in his powdring Tub : and we ſee a Dialogue in brine what 
Maſters and Dames ſo ever it pleaſes. Then Mr Maligo is accuſed for 
giving the Communion to all comers, like Hogs to a Trough , which 
thing though ic be abuminable, yct it wonld trouble us to reckon 
how many Swine, M. C. hath fed with that bread, and if that be Mr. 
Maligoes badge, wethall tinde Mr. Maligoes good-ftore. But I would 
entreat Mr. C. though ſome ſtand to the corrupt principles , which 
they have ſucked from the Pulpits, and know not how to break their 
old wheel-trades to drive after him,but loue their old faſhions where- 
in they have been dreliſed by Clergy honds, 1 ſay, I would delireM.C. 
with tuch not to.condemne thoſe who have ſhaken off,not only thoſe 
ſtinking cloathes, but are delirous to bee ftripr alſo, and that upon 
Scripture grounds of the old relique of Tythes. 

The next ragg of filthinefſe in which Mr. C. would wrap Ante- 
tytheiſts is, Prophancneſſe; But 1 am contident ſuch is the guiltleſnetſe 
of many, in what the Hue and Cry ſecretly charges them, that if they 
ſbould be covered with the maske either of Malignancy, Prophanenes, 
or Leveliſme, their honeſt hearts could not know their owne faces in 
that garbe, Mr.C. addes that no Tyth-payers , are no Sermon men, 
and that they can well ſpare two things, A prieſt, anda Sabboth. But 

how can M, C.be ſpared? whom ſhall we then get to write Hueand 
"ry 
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Cryes ? But many who are dead with Chriſt to Tythes fanRike the 


S$bboth, which they can in no caſe Tpare, and delight in, Sermons, 


though not in thoſe Satyrs and Dialogues which are ttuffed wich-fub+ 
tle flanders ; Wherefore | could not bur ſpeak the truth to their vin+ 
dication, who frequent Ale-houfes Iefſe then many of Maſter Culmers 
Tribe, though he would perſwade men that the reaſon they cannot 
get Tyrhes, is, their zealeagainſt Ale-houſes, and Oaths ; I can eaſily 
think. that Ale-houſcs ſhrinke the Tyth-heapes of ſome, bur it is be- 
cauſe they haunt them ſo much : Thea we are informedthat in the $. 
of Amos we may lee the pedegree of ſome men. And in the thicd of Mal. 
11. We may ſec the pedegree of others, where we finde that the Prieſts 
w for hire, both which together conclude, Like Prieſts, like 
ople.

It goes againſt my wil], I meane my conſcicace, to pay Tyth rent 
or Landlords rent,then Tom cals himfelfa Leveller, which he explains 
with this profound proverbe, Joane ſhould have been as good as: my Lady, 
&c, here to flatter the Committee, and to blindethe people Mr.C. 
would perſwade that wiltalneſſe was all the conſcienctouſneſle that 
men uſed in not paying Tythes ; But I hereaflert it , that the Scrip- 
ture-guided-conſcience holds the handes of many.from paying of 
Tyths, and I would here at large prove it, but I intend not a volumn 
here, onely I was preſt in _ todraw my pen through the lines of 
| the Hue andCry,to give a daſh over the head of the flanders which 1 

there found, and ſo I humbly refer the Reader to a Booke lately pub- 
liſhed, entitled, A Declaration of the grounds of not paying, and the 
grievances of many in being forced to the payment of Tycths. And let 
me aſſure, M. C. that ſuch mcn dehe the name of Levelling , and the 
plofſe he puts upon it, which is, Tomake Fane as good as my Lady ; It 
that be the guile of aLeveller, then, who be Levelters? When tythes 
make many a Joane Lady-like, as for paying of Landlords Rent, let 
their pra&ice comment upontheir principle, Are they Levellers, or 
doe they level mens eſtates? who would not have the Parſons barne 
level the Country, and be the onely mountaine, and though, Mr. C. 
doth, yet the Goſpel doth not call them robbers, who are not Tythe- 


payers.

names, and leaving Malignane andLeveller in their room ; Mr. C, 
faith he rejoyceth in Slaunders , but it is ſmall joy to ſuffer as anevill 
doer, I rather thinke by the Hue and Cry , that he rejoyceth in (laun- 
_ He prints moreover that our Governours know the Myſtery of 
it, when men pretend they cannot edefie by one whom they chook 
not. The Myftery is cafily knowne, to wit, that every Church of 
Chriſt hath undoubted right ro chooſe their owne Officers, then he 
inſtruts his neighbours, that they cannot pur tricks upon the Grver. 
nours; And yer hc hath fathered thirty one tricks at leaſt , a whole 
game of tricks, upon the Commitrree for patronage , and fo hath pur 
the trick of an Hue and Cry upon honeſt men, Page 8. M.C. aſſerts, 
thar one or two ſway aPariſh , and ſodo the Parſon and Vicar if they 
can. Then he complaines, that ſome be like hounds , that when one 
yalpee,all open; but we cannot be ſo curriſh as to open in Conſortat 
the yalping of P.C. Blood: hound the Hue and Cry : The reſt of that 
page is ſpent in a ſtory of an honeſt Miniſter of Harbledowne.

r. is wonderfully applauded, and no wonder, fince we are ſent co 
him for intelligence in the Harbledewne ſtory. At laſt we are certified, 
That the good Miniſter went away, and ſbook off the duft of bis feet a- 
gainſt them:and yet I am perſwaded he carryed away as much daft from 
them as hecould ; And where can we finde an honeſt Miniſter, without 
this badge of goodneffe, among Mr. C. Tribe? That will not ſhake 
off the duſt of his feet againſt a ſmall living, to thruſt them up to the 
knees into the mire of a great Parſonaga But we are told ir 
was done willingly onthe Miniſters part; yet it ſcemes he had nor the 
peoples wils to ftay any longer. In the ninth page, Mr. C. cavels againſt 
free maintenance ; where he ſaith , That the Diſciples were to beale di- 
ſeaſes freely, then he afficmes,that their bodily cures could noc but eve- 
ry where bring them in plenteous proviſion, then he addes , That they 
mere 4s ſheep among Wolves. And how could they be fo plenteoully 
provided for, and yet be among Wolves? how could they heale di- 
ſeales freely, and yet fell their.cures ? He addes, Theſe things are ceaſed. 


But their chiefe worke was to preach the Goſpel, and cheir lacoe- 
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ragement therein, was, what was _ communicatedeo them, and Lok. g. 


there isnot one clauſe of Goſpell that 


rery ſo.it was of old, and yet it was left to the people to contribute, 
as God moved their hearts. But by what new found Law or Oracle 
would Mr.C. perſwade men, that they muſt pay thoſe who doe no 
worke for them, he would have-mcn pay thoſe whom they never hi- 
red, and though they doe labour to pull downe Chriſts buildings, yet 
he woald have them paid ; The labour ic ſeems muſt be conſidered, 
though it bea labouring to deſtroy : But he that ſets ſome at worke 
will pay them their wages. Neither doth Chriſt hire his labourers 
with Tythes. Maintenance indeed the Gofpell allowes, and itis fo a 
that it is free, and (o free that. it isa debt, as faith the Apoſtle, 
Rom.15.27. It hath pleaſed chem of Macedonia and Achaiah to make a 
contribution, ver. 28. The Apoſtle addes , their debtors they are, gi - 
ving us the reaſon, towit, they had been made partakers of their ſpi- 
rituall things ; where we ſee it was a debt, wm it was due for fpiritu- 
als, and to diſcharge this debt it pleaſed them to contribute, and they 
contribute what they pleaſed ; no bounds were ſet them , no out- 
ward force compel'd them. He that receives ſpirituals , owes carnals, 
bur it is left free, neither doth the Goſpel determine, how much he 
ſhall pay. 
Neither can I ſee any warrant to call in earthly power to force 
men to contribute more then they be free, 47.5. the Apoſtle told Ana- 
Rigs that it was in his owne power, if ke had not brought it, it ſhould 


not have been compelled from him, he doth not ſay it was in Czſars 2 Cor.g! 
power, but in the _ of the Donor. Indeed we are enjoyned , not &7+ 


to ſow ſparingly, but notethe penalty, which is, leaſt you reape ſpa 
ringly ; it is not added leaft the Magiſtrate turne Chriſtian, and force 
it with damage from you', the next verſe croſſeth that , where it is 
faid; God loves a cheerfull giver, yea, and he hates a ſgrudging giver, 
and to force a man by earthly power to give, who grudges thereat, 
is to force him to do what God hates. But Mr. C. to ſpeake like him- 
ſelfe, that every ſentence might beare hjs image in its forehead, addes, 
That mens free benevolence is a Walfiſh benevolence, And is not the 
Parſons ſpirita wolfiſh ſpirit ; who if men will not feaſt him , will 
devoure them ; then he tels us chat Chriſt found ſuch a wolhih bene=- 
volence : but he may bluſh at that drop of his pen, ſince neither Chriſt

But M Culmer ſummons us to diſtinguiſh between the Church in pro- 
ſperity, and in perſecution, the diſtin&tion is too tov cleare, For the 
Churches under proſperity began to be Anti-Chriſtian, and to lay 
the foundation of their Kingdome in the world, whereas under per- 
ſecution-they were pureſt, and were beſt content tofollow the Lord in 
his leading footſteps. 

Then M.C. grants, as bcing not ableto deny. That Paul would not 
abuſe his power, by being chargeable, where it could not be with. 
out oppreſlion.to the diftrefſed ; And by that grant , multitudes are 
judged, who though Chriſt give them no power to live of Tythes, yet 
they. abuſe the power they pretend to, in __ oppreſſors to the de- 
ſtreſſed. For the Pricft will have from poor men, tyrh, who-can hardly 
keep a Cow to. feed their infants with milke, yea, the tenth egge muſt 
nor eſcape his fingers, thougha poore mans child. want it to makea 
meale, and ſuch like things Mr. Vicar cals his privy Tythes. I do be- 
leve that the Goſpel allowes a Goſpel Miniſter, to accept of a liveli- 
hood, as due for Goſpel ſervice, inthe way of the Goſpel ; but Ican- 
not meet with Scripture or reaſon, that ſhewes they ſhould live of the 
Alter. Then Mr. C. addes, that he is not one. penny charge to Robin 
the Farmer for tyths, and other dutics,and that he receives none of his 
temporalls; which is ſuch a riddle, that M. C. muſt charme up Edipus

But Chril had not then altogether fulfilled the Law, and ab- 
rogated the ceremonies thereof z and ſince his death and reſurrecti- 1461 
on, we have not the leaſt tiztle of approbation thereof,cicher by Chriſt \'y VE 
or his Apoſtles. M.C. produces, Gal.6. where he that is taught in the 4 
woerd'is to communicate tohim that teacheth him in all good things, 
But no man is enjoyned how much, but therein is left free, neither is 
any one engaged to communicate to him by whom he is not taught ; 
Then M.C. cals for the Magiſtrate to punith evill doers , but cannor 
prove the non-payment of tythes to be an evill deed, and to encou+- 
ragethem that doe well ; and do not they do well , who dehire that 
the flaine ceremonies may be buried in Chriſts grave, and much b:tter 
then they who would rake them our ?' Thervto ſound tte profundity , 6... .. 
of his braine, he cronicles, That one may do a duty freely, though the.,,, * 
Magiſtrate command it , but a man fearing God nmuft not-{in againſt 
his dnty to God, by the commands ef what men ſoever, fince we find 


ourſe]ves inthe Goſpel, neither enjoyned by du:y.co pay tythes; nor "4480 
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liberty left us to revive the dead ceremonies of the Law, wecanot free- 
ly betray our conſciences in offering ſuch a ſacrifice; M.C. demands, 
it they that rob him againſt Law, will treely maintaine him withour 
Law : Ifhe be a Minitter of Chriſt he muſt have recourſe to the Go. 
'pel for maintenance, and if Saints embrace him as ſuch an one, they 
will and ought to maintaine him without mens Laws. Ic is next as» 
ked ; Whether the prophane and hercticall will maintaine Orthodox 
Miniſters. 1 would gladly ſee where the Goſpel expets from ſuch 
Minſteriall maintenanance , whileſt ſuch. Muſt Chriits Miniſters be 
fed out of the troughs of Swine , Mr. C. told us even now, that the 
Preacher of Harblz-downe ſhook of the duſt of his feet, and I am con. 
dent ſuch a praQice is more juſtiftable from Scripture, then to force 
tythes from them who deſpiſe both Miniſters, and Miniſtry. Then 
Mr.C. argues, that if Miniſters mult be maintained by voluntary cond 
tribution, that they will beenſnared todaube up thoſe people; and 
the ſame argument holds, that if ſome men ſettle on them Tyths,that 
they will daube them to keep their Leviticall Patrimony, and du they 
not bravely daube, and greaſe their Patrons, whoſe ſervants , orators 
flatterers they will be, and theirs for a Preſentation : Then the man 
not without a notable forchead publiſheth, That hereſies will abound 
as in Pauls time, if there be not ſetled maintenance. This is a gal- 
lant ſtraine, and had need be powdred up for feare of favour ; can 
a man be ſo wiltully blind, as ſecretly to Ha the herefies in Pauls 
time upon the want of ſetled maintenance; bur he can ſee as well 
through a ſtone-wall, as through a Tyth-ſhocke ? doe fetled riches 
preſerve from hereſies? or rather are they not the poyſon of Church, 
es? as Auſtin ſaid, Religjo = divitias , & filia devoravit matrem. It 
would pleaſe the Parſon well to have the Church planted in Dives his 
Family, and to have Lazarws excommunicated. Can an earthly Law 
preſerve from herelies, more then that Apoſtolical ſpirit which breath- 
ed in Pauls time ? who arefuller of bake then the Romiſh Synagogue, 
and yet who ſwimme more in Tythes, and other riches ? Nay the 
Whore Rev. 17. hath her abominations and filthineſſe of fornication 
poured into a Golden Cup. If forcing of tythes will drive and keep 
out herelie, it verefies the old Proverbe ; that one heat will drive out 
another, one hereſie another. Weare told Chriſt paid tribute, what is 
that ? {ince he, nor his tooke no tythes, muſt all the Land betributa- 
ry to the Prieſt, have they conquered us intoa vaſiallage ? Then he 
ſaith, Tyrthes be duc by a Civill Law, even now, he brought forth the 
old Law of God, which is changed, and told us of robbing God. 
Then he perſwades himſelfe, that none can deny , but that Tythes 
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be the equalleſt way; it would be 02 ſeing, if he ſhall call forthbur 
halfe ſo many arguments to back his aſſertion , as their be men, who | 
ypon demonſtration can ſhew, that there is no equality in them. Why || 
ſhould a poor farmer pay morethen a rich Landlord, or a great Shop- | 
keeper ? Then MC, faith he hath as much right to the tenth part as 
the owner hath to the nine, that muſt be underſtood, he as a Miniſter 
bath this right. But till hecan ſhew where the Goſpel enrights him to 
the tenth, he muſt give men leave to beat their choice whether they 
will beleeve it or no. 

In thenext place, Mr.C. doth not love to keare of going to another 
pariſh to be paid better, which is a ſure marke of a good benefice, He 
faith, ſo to do would make Miniſters Runagates; But who made & 
runagate of the good man of Harble-down, and of other, who poſt from 
Benefice to Benefice for gaine. Now thefeet which could ſhake of 
duſt againſta ſmall living, are ſunke ſo deep in the mire of Tythes- 
that they muſt not be wagged; then we are told, 'that Chriſts owne 
would not receive him. But he did not force himſelfe upon them, 
which he might have done, with much more reaſon then Mr, Culner, 
furely he cannot challenge whole pariſhes to be his owne, if he can, he 
were beſt claime the firſt borne, and to rake the price of redemption, 
which was in force when tythes were, M.C, tels us it is-a prejudice to 
their Minifſtery to be in and out. Poor men they be aſleep and dreame 
" not of this thought, when the great Barnes cry Come, then the Ecchois, 
Here webe, how ſhall we get in? Then if they or theirs, be Coſen to a 
Patron, or a Committee man, or thelike, or acquainted with them; 
they run to them to he]pe them obey the call of the Barne , which in 
n< caſe will goe out of their eares, 

In the 13. page M.C. would turne oppofition of Miniſters into op- 
poſition of State, as if Minifters were the States Embalſadors. And to 
applaud the Civill Seal, which he glories to have received to his Mi- 
niſtry ; he expreſſeth that the _—_— ſpeakes of ſending , Burt the 
New Teſtament ſpeaks not of earthly Kings ſending of Goſpel-mini- 
ftcrs, the Lord of Lords, and King of Kings ſends bis owne Embaila- 
dours; and to fill up the Epha of guile Mr. C. addes, that ſome would '* 
would be ſubje& in nothing, meaning thoſe that cannot pay tythes. Tm 
A pure Neronian blaſt, fit language for the Hucand Cry, juſtas if of 
old they ſbould have ſaid, becauſe Paut bid us not be ſervants of men, |

'God of no effe&t by Tradition , being taught that they worſhip Gol 
in vain, who teach for doftrines the commands of men,Mat 15.6.9. Then M, 
-C. as if he knew the way, plainly affirms, That ſome will go to hell to ſave 
charges, paying of tyths will nor Keep men out under the Goſpel;ſome 
men have bought hell with money , in thinking to buy heaven, in gi. 
ving great ſums for buls,pardons,diſpenſations. ThenM.C.diſlikes that 
any thould ſay they hear him not,& therefore need nor pay him tythg, 
becauſe they may heare if -they will, but ſome cannot communicate 
with the Pariſh Parſons, ſome again have land in three Pariſhes, and 
cannot-partake of ſpirituall from them all,by the Pariſh account , and 
yer they all will claim cemporals. Then hetels us, that Mrs. complains of 
ſervants nowthey are not compeMed to go to Church at home ; he hath not for- 
gor, that when men were ſtriflieſt bound to their Pariſh Church,as he 
callerh-ic,that then there was ground;enough to complain of ſervants, 
and maſters alſo, when was there more ſporting on the ſabboth, &c, 
M.C.would never think of (laſhing thoſe to pariſh aſſemblies, who in 
conſcience cannot joyne there,but are led by an enlightned conſci:nce 
ro'fpend the Lords day el{where to their ſouls defying, according to 
Gods word, bit that he wants their tyths,as if ſuch an offering would 
expiatEany ſin, Then M.C. to perſwade men to pay him,tels them they 
have paid tyths to popiſh FT rieſts, & altar Prieſts, and hath he not as much 
right to them as they 3 what goodly prefident P.Sheepheard hath got- 
ten: Thenwe are affured, that the - Parliament will not bee companions of 
Theeves, nor guilty of other mens fins:Many rejoyce at it that our worthies 
will not force men to pay tythes, who in conſcience cannot pay to 
whom it would be a lin to pay ; what i not of faith is fin, Then he que- 
- ries, I/hether we think.their will be a failer of Juſtice in Parliament ? Truly, 
many hope not,and for all M.Cs. accuſations , they hopeto ſee their 
righteous tranſafings in removing of tyths, Then he publiſheth, That 
combination againſt Law is ſedition. But when they wanted the Biſhops 
down who wereeſtabliſhed by law,that they might get in their rooms, 
then it was not fedition in them for to move againſt them. Then they 
pleaded to be eaſed by the Parliament in the corre&ion of the oppre(- 
ting laws, and that is all the combination againſt Jaw that I know ho- 
ne{tmen route in reſpe& oftyths;even humbly to deſire the Parliament 
to repeal that Law, which enforceth conſcientious men againſt theic 
conſciences. But he cavels at holines next, with this Queſt. Ts fraud ho - 
lines? as it not to pay tyth could be accounted fraud, then we are told, 
That theſe are times of diſcovery. Many of M.Cs. tribe have proved it true, 
.- ln-(hewing what they are. Then he declares That a good man is a Law to 
himſelf, when he can do evil without danger of law,and that tyth-robbing hath 
: ever 
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ever been the badg of a Knave. But why Mn M.C. put light for darkneſle, 
and darkneſle for light ; May any by Law continue what Chrift hath 
aboliſhed? can the law of man make that good which is not good ? 
though a good man be good without law,yet he cannot be evil by law 
Who doth M.C. call Tyth-robbers, they who take tyth,where men can- 
not pay tyth, or thoſe who pay no tyth. If a man be a knave for not 
paying tyth, then is he a knave for following of Chriſtand his Apo- 
Mes, and the Saints in the Primitive times, who neither took nor paid 
any 3 it is to be hoped that the next book M. C. publiſheth will be a 
Callender full of new holidays, where we may look to ſee Tyth-pay» 
ers cannonized for ſaints,and feſtivals to be kept,it aot for their ſakes, 
yet at their coſts. Bur no men ſpeak ſo much unlike Peter as they that 
pretend moſt to Peters Chair ; and what man can ſpeak more unlike 
Paul then he that pretends to the name of Paul Sheepbeard? Doth Paul 
ſay,lt is the badg of a Knave not to pay tyths?No,no,this is ſome of the;Hue 
& Cry Orthodox droinity, and the vomit of M.C. ftomack , who further 
ſays; That he that makes no conſcience to pay tyths and other duties to the Min- 
fter, will be found unconſcionable in all bis dealings when be hath advantaye , 
whatever fair pretence of conſcience he make. M. CI. dialogue will not walh 
away the blot which this foul (lander caſts upon his name; but becauſe 
he ſaith it is matter of his own vubſervation, it is the lefſe wonder, 
becauſe he looks on ſuch men through the ſpeRacles of prejudice ; but 
however M.C.overlook'd them; there be many that cannot pay tyths, 
who have as few motes in their eyes as himſelfe, and ſhew as great a 
conformity to Chriſt in the whole courſe of their converſar ion as he 
doth, or can do. Mr.C. accuſed ſome to be enflamed with helli(ſh Covetouſnes, 
When,or from what pit arouſe thoſe ſparks which have «nflamed M. C. 
tongue that it ſcorches ſo hotly in theſe fiery fire revilings. Then he ads 
It is but a figleafe to cover the withholding of tyth,under pretence it is but tyib: 
and when. Chriſt who judgeth righteouſly ſhall appear, 1 doubt it will 
prove littJe better then afig leaf to many,to cover the coveting of their 
neighbours goods, under pretence that it is tyth. Then to itrike at the 
very root, we are told, That it is the depth of Satan to [et pretenders to new 
light ſeekers, ec. to quench the light of the Goſpel by taking aw1y the lieli- 
bood of the Minifter ; which brings co my mind thar paſſage concerning 
Satan, of whom it is ſaid,That be bull rage, having but a ſhort time ; what 
can be foamed out more againſt the people of God,then may be found 
in the Hue and Cry of P.S. As for the light of the Goſpel, ic is ota more 
divine nature then to be quenched by the decay of the oyl of tyths;and 
it did ſhine brighteſt when it had none of that forraign fewel:and when 
lamps have been fulleſt of that oyl, the light of the Goſpel hath been 
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moR thick and cloudy,and filled with the ſnufhe ftenches of domineer. 
ing humane inventions. To M.C. next leaf 1 have replycd, in the be. 
ginning of my anſwer, only I ſhall quote one clauſe of the H.C. then 
paſſed over,which is this; M.C.aftirming, That Gods word and not our reg. 
fons muſt be the rule of our life and conver (ation, I would M. C. would have 
tae {enc of that notion in his noſtrils when he hunts after tyths, and 
meaſure out his maintenance by the line of the Goſpel.”

theic own inventions? Thon we are told of the Pious mind of the founders, 
end of the ſtones of the Abbies crying out &c, Doth not his paper bluſh at this 
exprelſlion * What, were Abby founders pious minded men now ? 
what, wcre they not built for the Abbots and Monks to ſay Maile in, 
Willet in his Synopſts ſaich, ſpeaking of Monaſteries, the Lands which were 
beſtowed on them, were thirſt given upon an evill intent, that the Monks 
-by their prayers thould redeem the ſouls of their founders, who moſt of 
them had commicted ſome notable tin, and (o pro remedio animarum,built 
them. King Ethelſtand for killing ot his brother Edwin built two for his 
ſoule,&c.ſurely,this is not religious founding, Did M.C. abuſe the pi- 
ous minds of the founders at the Cathedral) window in Canterbury? 
Surely, if Sathan ſhould {et ſome men on the Pinacle, and (hew them the 
glory of the world, and ſay as hedid to our Saviour, All theſe things will 
T give thee, it he ſhuuld beas good as his word he ſhould be a pious foun-» 
der.

And let 
ſve aſſure, M. C. that ſuch men dehe the name of Levelling , and the 
loffe he puts upon it, which is, To make Fane as good as my Lady ; It 
Wat be the guiſe of a Leveller, then, who be Levellers? When tythes 
ake many a Joane Lady-like, as for paying of Landlords Rent, let 
heir pratice comment upon their principle. Are they Levellers, or 
be they level meris eſtates? who would not have the Parſons barne 
vel the Country, and be the onely mountaine, and thuugh Mr. C. 
th, yet the Goſpel doth not call them rubbers, who are not Tyche- 
ers, 

Thus I have explained the deſigne in generall, and fo 1 ſhall briefly 
wch the Divinity of Pax Sheaphe:rd. 

Fage 7, M.C. out of the mouth of Tom, Trumpets forth Paul Sheapheard 
ile, calling him Able, Godly, OrthoUox, But if Tyth-divinicy be 
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the O:thodox ftuffe Mr. C hath C 4 , he will ſcarcely be able tg 
prove it godly under the New Teſtament ; then Mr. C. calleth Re, 
Robber, becauſe he robbeth Paul Sheepheard of his good name , and by 
his owne Logick he is a Robber, in robbing vanes ago of their good 
names, and leaving Malignant andLeveller in their room; Mr. C. 
ſaith he rejoyceth in Slaunders , but it is ſmall joy to ſuffer as an evil! 
doer, I rather thinke by the Hue and Cry, that he rejoyceth in (laun- 
dring. He prints moreover that our Governours know the Myſtery of 
it, when men pretend they cannot edefic by one whom they chooſe 
not. The Myſtery is cafily knowne, towit, that every Church of 
Chriſt hath undoubted right to chooſe their owne Officers, then he 
inſtruts his neighbours, that they cannot put tricks upon the G1ver. 
nours; And yet hr hath fathered thirty one tricks at leaſt , a whole 
game of tricks, upon the Committee for patronage , and ſo hath put 
the trick of an Hue and Cry upon honeſt men. Page 8. M.C. allerts, 
that one or two ſway a Pariſh, and ſodothe Parſon and Vicar if they 
can. Then hecomplaines, that ſome be like hounds , that when one 
yalpes,all open; but we cannot be ſo curriſh as to open in Conſort at 
the yalping of P.C. Blood hound the Hue and Cry : The reſt of thar 
page is ſpent in a ſtory of an honeſt Minifter of Harbledowne. 1 Of R.C. 
as I ſuppoſe, but the commendation _ Dy his owne pen, I ſhall 
leave it upon record as the Author hath publiſhed it : This honeſt Mi- 
niſter (but it is ſappoſed he hath put on his bc cloathes in the ex- 
preſſion ) is called Aſſiſtant to a Dr. alias Journey-man Curat : which 
Dr. is wonderfully applauded, and no wonder, ſince we are ſent to 
him for intelligence in the Harbledowne ſtory. At laſt weare certihed, 
That the good Miniſter went away, and ſhook off the duſt of bis feet a- 
gainſt them:and yet I am perſwaded he carryed away as much duſt from 
them as he could ; And where can we finde an honeſt Miniſter, without 
this badge of goodnefſe, amongſt Mr. C. Tribe? That will not ſhake 
off the duſt of his feet againſt ſmall living, to thruſt them up to the 
knees into the mire of a great Parſonage. But we are told it 
was done willingly on the Miniſters part; yet it ſeemes he had not (he 
peoples wils to ſtay any longer. In the ninth page, Mr. C. cavels againlt 
free maintenance ; where he ſaith, That the Diſciples were to beale 4i- 
ſeaſes ſreely, then he affirmes,that their bodily cures could not but cve- 
ry where bring them in plentcous proviſion, then he addes , That they 
were as ſheep among Wolves. And how could they be ſo plentcoully 
provided for, and yet be among Wolves? how could they healc di- 
ſeaſes freely, and yet ſell their cures? He addes, Theſe things are ceaſed. 


Bur thcir chicfe worke was to- preach the Golpel , and their incour-

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as God moved their hearts. Bat by what new tound law or Oracle 
would Mr.C. perſwade men, that they muſt pay thoſe who doe no 
worke for them, he would have men pay thoſe whom they never hi- 
red, and though they doe labour to pull downe Chriſts buildings, yet 
he woald have them paid : The labour it ſeems muſh be conlidered, 
though it bea labuuring to deſtroy : But hethat ferts ſome at worke 
will pay them their wages. Neither doth Chriſt hire his labourers 
with Tythes. Maintenance indeed the Gofpell allowes, and ir is fo a 
debt that it is free, and fo free thar it isa debt , as faich che Apoſtle, 
Rom.15.27.
